UR late Univerſal Loſs, as it has giveri op- 
() portunity to many Reverend, Learned and 


Ingenious Perſons to. oblige the. World 
with the pn Character of this Great and Good 
PRINCESS, than whom, theſe Nations in 
many Ages have not afforded a Nobler Subject : 
So for the ſake of all thoſe whoare yet to run the 
Riſque of this Diſtemper for their Lives ; ,that the 
lefler Barks may happily avoid thoſe Rocks, on 
which the Royal Soveraign was loſt, I ſhall with al 
plainneſs and brevity give an account of the Riſe 
and Nature of the Small-Poz, and all Putrid Fea- 
vers, for if that be not throughly underſtood, per- 
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ſons are liable to innumerable Errours and Mil 
takes, which too oft ( God knows ) prove fatal 
to thofe they areconcern'd about, Þ_ 
©" T very weltknow what Thave to ſay is unuſual, 
but fince it 1s moſt true ; for I take not theſe No- 
tions on Truſt but Tryal. I confeſs I can't but 
deeply regret the World was not beftes. acquain- 
ted with what I now. offer to theit ſerious \Conki- 
'deration before the Glory of our Age was paſt 
receiving any Advantage by it. 

But to proceed : , Lhe very Hypotheſss of my 
Difcourfe 1s this ; , Opt ejVengf oftheſe Dr- 
ftentprl ris ofaSulplttr antt Viſto ture, and 


being ſo, there is but one way to Expel or over- 


\ come it; allother Experiments being not only 
alot ues, but highly .injurious. -. 


_ *Thoſethathave taken the pains toenquire-into 
"the Cauſes of things, have found: that Sulphurs are 
both the Life and Venom of Bodies. + 
_, Fhefirſt of the Nature of Light, fo rarified 
that 'tis not perceptible, but by its Effe&s, ſome 
of whichare theſe, it TinFures the Blood in which 
is its chief Refidence, it Irradiates and enlivens 
the whole Body, every part of which is animated 
by it : If it beſuppreſt, Diſeaſes prevail ; if aſ- 
fſted.it has power ſufficient to work them off ;, if 
CX- 
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lows, for *tis the-Animal Soul. | 
The other Sulpbureity is of a far different nature, 
the Matter out of which all FieryDiſeaſes are ſhap't; 
"tis Crude, Viſcous, Corroſrve and Malign; yet Na- 
_ turedeals well enough with-1t , throwing it off 
continually by her proper Paſlages ; till by ſome 
accident*or other they are obſtructed, being pent 
up it returns, and being a more materiated Fire, 
feeds on the groſs indigeſted humours, affimilating 
to its. likeneſs whatever it lays hold on, and thus 
it grows more Corporeal, Denſe, and a potent Ve- 
nom ;  inſinuating ' its Contra-natural Heat into 
the whole Maſs of Blood, which is thereby imme- 
diately inflam'd and corrupted : And accordin 
tothe quantity and Venemous quahty. of this un- 
natural Fire, the Diſtemper terminates ina Feyer 
leſs 'or - more Malignant ; or in” Small-Pox, 
Mealles, &c. | 
. The Spirit of- Life,- not able to keep Houſe 
with this Gueſt, there ariſes a terrible Contenti- 
on ; and fince on the decifion of this Quarrel-no 
lefs than Lite depends, a Fundamental Knowlege 
is here moſt neceſ{ary, not only of the-Caufe, but 
of the Nature of the Cauſe ; fince 'it produces a 
clear Judgment, and a certainty in Praftice :
